LoxnoN, April 12.—A frisbtful mining 
ftccident occurrod yesterday at Pont-v* 
Pridd, Wales. 
The iirsfc alnrm was given 
»at 2:y0 in the afternoon. The sparks from 
an online in a four foot seam are supposed 
to have iccnited 
pile of cotlon Wiuste. Tho 
flames spread to the woodwork and fmally 
Ignited the inilainmable gas in the seam. 
FJatucii and snioko iinve to the 21H) men at 
work in the seam the iirst warning of aj>- 
)roaching danger. All ran toward the 
anding. 
Many were overtaken by tho lire 
aud smoke, fell and were left to their fate 
by their comrades iu advance of them. 


At the entrance of the shaft a rescuing 
party was formed by the pit surveyor, Tho 
party got as far as tho landing at the Ream 
where the fire started, but was driven back 
almost immediately by the dense smoke 
issuing from the seam. Tho surveyor took 
his men back to the surface. After a half 
hour's rest they went down again and 
forced their wrty ten yards into tho work- 
ings. They found four dead bodies, which 
they brought back with them. 
Attouipta 
to go furtlier into the workings were vain, 
as the woodwork WHS burning, and largo 
masses of ruins wei-e falling incessantly 
from the roof. One of the rescuing party 
who ventured too far was killed. 


Another attempt to enter the 
seam 
in which the fire started proved resultless. 
Although the rescue party saw six dead 
bodies they were prevented by smoke and 
heat from reachincr them. Where the fire 
had been extinguished they were also un- 
able to make any progress, as they could 
not remain in the foul atmosphere. 
The 
number of meu still in the mine cannot be 
a^iceriained, although it is known to be 
well above lifty. There is a little hope by 
their friends that some of them found 
refuge atVsuch a distance from the burn- 
hig sections that they are still alive, but 
experienced miners believe that escape is 
impossible. 


There are numerous volunteers to under- 
take the work of rescue as soon as it be- 
comes possible. At present the flames and 
«moke would render any such undertak- 
ing fatal to the party making the descent. 
There is little doubt that most, if not all, 
of tlie men left l3elowhaYe been suffocated 
or bunied to death. 


Ulie most agonizing scenes are witnessed, 
and throngs of meu, women and children, 
relatives of those below, are now crowd- 
ing about the mouth of the coal pit. 


Hand grenades, barrels of water and 
pipes attached to fire engines on the sur- 
face are being used to extinguish the flames 
in the mine. In two sections of the mine tho 
lire was put out. The extinction of tho 
blames has been followed in each case, how- 
ever, by the accumulation of gas, and it is 
feared that explosions may follow shortly. 


Another Mlniiij; Fatality. 


WiLKESDAKHic, Pa., April 11.—An ex- 
plosion took place yesterday in Black Dia- 
mond mine, operated by JohnC. Haddock, 
at Luzerne borough. A laborer entered 
one of the chambers with a naked lamp 
and fired a pockct of gas, causing a terrific 
explosion, which was heard throughout 
the workings. 
William George, aged 40 
years, was killed by a falling brattice; 
William Wellington, aged 37, a laborer, 
waa fatally burned, and Thomas Dudock 
had both legs fractured. 
Four Polish 
laborers were badly burned, and two of 
them may die. 


A Lout; Strike Kndod. 


WHEELING, W. Va., April 13.—Late last 
night the electric car strike was declared 
off. This action was the result of a con- 
ference between the oflicials of the com- 
pany and tho arbitration committee of tho 
Ohio Valley Trades assembly, and the out- 
come is a victory for the company. 
By 
tho settlement the company agrees to em- 
ploy only fiui'h of tJie strikers as they de- 
sire, and to retain the non-union men who 
have stood by ihem. The strike has been 
in force threu months,

ition in the refinin;i industry. 
He paid 
I rival refinery a comfortable income for

the juice. 


After boiiinj down to a (hick granu-

made Sir Claus Spreckels and had a voice 
in all the ail'iirs of the kingdom. 


Sprcckels is a rubicund German of no 
very great education. He speaks broken 
English. 
His wife is a hearty-looking, 
kind-hearted German woman, and he hai 
several blonde children to succeed to his 
wealth.—New York Advertiser.

Wherever the Englishman settles, he 
establishes for himself 
a 
comfortable 
home, and, naturally, after that is at- 
tained, founds clubs lor diveri athletic 
sports; so in Yokohama and Tokio there 
are leoular races in the spring and fall. 
The c.ire and raanafjement of the horses 
gives employment to a number of peo- 
ple in various capucitics. 
• The Japanese horse, a pony with short 
neck, busy mnue, and thick aair, spends 
his youth, for the 
most part, in the 
mountains, where be learns to climb and 
gets hardened to the weather and lack 
of 


care. 
The horse used by the farmer 
is seldom groomed except by the rain, 
and his fodder consists ciiieSy of grass 
in the summer, and dry fol»age in the 
winter; while the gentlemin's 
saddle- 
horse can count upon good attention. 
His fodder, consisting 
of 
wheat and 
beans—for there is no hay—is given to 
him warmed, and no stable appointments 
are complete without a great iron fur- 
nace for a fire, and a bath-tub; for as 
the gentleman refreshes himself after a 
ride with a warm bach, so his horse is 
treated to a similar 
luxury, which he 
greets with joyous neighs. 
The givins^' 
of a full warm bath to an animal of his 
size has some practical difiijulties; but 
a high stout 
wooden tub 
answers the 
purpose. 
First the horse puts his fore- 
legs into the 
tub of warm water, and 
allows himself to be patiently 
rubbed 
down by hand; then the tub is pushed 
back and he puts his hiod-Iegs in, and, 
finilly, he is rubbed dry with a wisp o! 
straw. 


The native horsc-ownei believes in an 
occasional blood-letting to keep his stock 
in condition, and in many provinces the 
farmer cups his live-stock every year; 
the horse is cast and held fast by ropes 
fastened to a pole while 
each leg is 
bled.—Demorest's Family Magazine.

did of old the principal staple or the 
bread of thaHawaiians, as it also does in 
A less degree with the other branches of 
the Polynesian race, who all call it by 
one common name. 
The letters 
and 
being interchancreable, it is called 
taro in the T^orthern islands and kalo in 
tho southern, says the Detroit Free Press. 


Taro is the corm or tuber of the colo- 
casia a:itiquorum var. esculent» Schoff. 
It is probably of Eist Indian origin, but 
its cultivation cxteudei in early times 
Bot only eastward throughout Polynesia 
but westward to Kgypt"'and several of 
the Mediterranean countries, includin*' 
Madeira, the Canaries and the West In^ 
dies. 
Nowhere, however, does it grow 
to the perfection it attains lu Hawaii. 


Hawaiians separate it into a number 
of varieties, disiiniruished by the size , 
color and quality of tne tuber, aud by 
the color of the leaf stalk. 
It is propa- 
gated by the top of tho corms which, 
cut off with the leaf 
stems, strike root 
readily, either under water or in dry land 
irrigated in the higher and more rain- 
favored regions. 
The tuoer matures in 
about fifteen months, all parts of the 
plant 
containing 
un acrid 
principle, 
which is destroyed 
by cooking. 
The 
tuber of the taro is eaten either boiled or 
baked, and in taste somewhat resembles 
a yam. 
When cooked its consistence is 
hrm, and strangers early learn to like it, 
and often prefer it to the Irish 
potato. 
It is much more nutritious than the lat- 
ter, and capable 
of sustaining 
life a 
longer time. 
In the hands of foreign 
cooks it is treated in a variety of ways as 
is the common Irish potato. 
For this 
reason this tuber much deserves exteo- 
fiive export to the United States, when 
its nutritious quality and agreeable flavor 
became known, it would soon win popu- 
larity. 
It could not be grown in the 
United States, for the summers are 
too 
short to mature it. 


The 
Hawaiians, however, uée 
taro 
prepared in a peculiar way, as a 
fer- 
mented paste, called poi 
(poy). 
The 
tuber 
first 
baked 
is pounded, 
while 
wrapped in cloth, ou a poi board 
(see 
figure 1) with stone pestles of a peculiar 
form, made of 
volcanic 
tufa, 
into a 
thick paste, one hand being dipoed in a 
calabash of water, and the bottom 
of 
the pestle kept constantly wet. 
At the 
same time the perspiration which 
flows 
from the head and shoulders of the na- 
tive pounding it mixes freely with the 
taro paste, aud is aaid to greatly improve 
its flavor. The paste is allowed to fer- 
ment for a short time, and then is ready 
for eating, thinned more or 
less with 
water, so that a quantity can be taken 
up with one finder, two fingers or three 
fingers, and hence is called one, two or 
three fingered poi. 


Figure 2 shows a family feast, or luau 
(lew-ow) with natives seated 
on mats 
decorated with maile leaves eating poi 
from wooden calabashes. 


When it is desired to keep 
the 
poi 
lome time, the root js baked, then sun 
or kiln dried. 
After pounding, it is 
pressed hard, and in that form will re-

The taro leaf stalks are also cooked as 
spinach and so eaten, tasting like aspara- 
gus. 


The principal crop? of the native Ha- 
waiians, aside from taro, are sweet 
po- 
tatoes, raised chiefly in 
the 
dry 
and 
stony districts. 
These are much 
larger 
than our sweet potatoes, with irregular, 
nodular form and red skins. 
Thev are 


meals when seated on the mats. 
They 
also form an important 
substitute for 
wrappinii p^pcr in the market place, for 
doing up fish, etc., to carry home. 
The 
leaves also form an excellent fodder for 
cattle and horses, and it is from thes« 
leaves that the native name for the feasl 
luau 
is derived. 
Tne cooked food is 
served by the natives at their feasts, 
still wrapped in the ti leaves. 
They use 
neither knives 
nor forks but pull the 
leaves apart and cat the food with their 
tinireri. 


The large tuberous root of the ti plant 
it almost a mass of sugar and is 
eaten 
when baked by the natives as a condi- 
ment. 
One principal use, however, is 
to lerment the crushed roiit into a sort 
of w)ne or beer lor present uie, and of 
late years the natives have learned to dis- 
til from tl>is wine a kind of rum. 
The 
ranne of the ti plant is from the Hawaii- 
an Islands all over Polynesia, even to 
Malaya and China. 


Under the ancient tabu system of the 
Polynesians not 
only were women 
pre- 
vented from eating with men, but several 
kinds of food were forbidden to them on 
pain of death, such as pork and bananas, 
cocounuts, turtles and certain 
kinds of 
fish.

The Hawaiian Islands possess one in- 
diijenous species of Maia (mi-ya) banana. 
This, besides being cultivated, is found 
wild in the recesses of 
most of 
the 
mountain gorges. 
Six 
varieties 
are 
named, of which one with reddish «ap, 
tenacious fiber and thick, copper-colored 
fruit, produces seeds occisionally, and 
hence 
is probably indigenouh.

Tiie natives formerly, thougii not at 
present, made much use of the cocoanut 
for food, cordaue, etc., and one of the 
interesting features of the shores of the 
islands are infrequent graves of ancient 
cocoanuts from eighty leet to 100 feet 
high, many of them over 15J years old, 
dating back to savage times. 


Among the fruits and zests native to 
the islands are the ohclo (ohaylo) berries. 
These grow on a low, erect shrub or stiff 
crowded branches, closely allied to the 
cranberry. 
It grows in the high alti- 
tudes ot the islands of Hawaii in great 
abundance and is gregarious, often cov- 
ering laige tracts of ground over old lava 
fiowfi. 
The 
shiny, 
fieshy, 
agreeable 
berry is famous in native song as a relig- 
ious offering to the fire goddess Pcle, 
It 
makes an uncommonly tine jam or pre- 
serve and deserves export 
for market 
abroad. 


Another fruit, the vi (vee) apple, is 
formed like a smooth lemon, same color, 
thicx, leathery rind, flub-acid pulp and 
quince like taste aud contains a single 
lar^je stone. 


This description by no means serves to 
exhaust the materials used by Hawaiians 
for food and relisd, but on the contrary 
onJy emphasixes the most importani. 


Pine and spruce forests are renewed 
from fceed annually scattered 
by the 
winds, birds, and otherwise. 
There are 
very lew evergreen trees that throw up 
sprouts either from the stump or roots, 
us Irequently

road gait, weiq;hing from 12U0 to 1400 
pounds. 
Such horses, if well broke, live 
years old and good color, are selling 
readily on the present market at §115 to 
$150, according to weight and quality, 
and as a great 
many of 
our 
Westcia 
farmers raise horses more for their own 
work than for the market and think the 
imported diaft breeders too clumsy and 
the American trotter tco frail for their 
use it is very desirable for them to raii^e 
a kind that will fill their requirements, 
and still get a pa^Mng price for the sur- 
plus stock when they wish to market 
them. 


To produce the cinmk described re- 
quires great care and judgment in select- 
ing sires, as there is no distinct breed in 
tbt country possessing all the required 
qiuility, the breeder must try to remedy 
the faults of the dam throucrh extra de-

CARK OF LAWN SERUCS. 


It) planting shrubs, let the soil be rich 
and mellow. Set the plants at about tho 
depth they were grown in the nurseries 
from which they were procured, and 
spread the roots out carefully, bein£;sure 
to give them room enough to take their 
natural shape, 
^ever crowd them into 
a little hole, as some do. 
Sift dne soil 
among them, and settle it well by giving 
the plants occasional 
jarring. 
When 
covered, press down 
firmly with the 
hand. 
AVhen the hole is nearly full, 
water well. 
This works the soil down 
until every crack and crevice is full, and 
makes it compact about tho roots. 
Then 
put on the rest of the soil, firming it 
va'll about the base of the shrub. 


^ever allow grass to ¿frow close to 
any shrub if you want it to do well. 
It 
is true that shrubs will live for years 
even when choked with grass; but they 
never give such fine ilowcrs, and 
such 
quantities of them, as they will in a soil 
kept free from weed» and 
evervthing 
else tbat extracts natriment therefrom. 
In autumu, spread coarse manure about 
each plant. 
In spring, dig into the soil. 
In this way you keep the plants well 
fed. 


Each spring, before growth 
begins, 
go over 
your plants and cut 
out all 
weak, dead or injured branches. 
Aim 
to prune them in such a manner as to 
keep each specimen syranretrical. 
This 
advicj UH to the season of pruning will 
apply 10 all I have described, except the 
lilac. 
This shrub forms its flower buds 
the season before they are devdioped, 
and spring pruning would destroy the 
crop of blossoms. 
Prune lilacs immedi- 
ately after the ilowcring season is over.

ripening procew.

is not aware of tliis sour cream it will all 
be ready for the churn before heisieady 
for it, therefore the <iuality of the butter 
must be more or less impaired. 
This is 
one of the many instances where the but- 
ter maker has to contend with difiiculty. 
If creamery patrons would only co-oper- 
ate with the butter maker what a differ- 
ence there would be in the general qual- 
ity of butter throughout the country.— 
American Dairyman. 


that at the

the work can be pushed along as rapidly 
as possible. 
While earliness is an item« 
there is no advantace in trying to work 
the s^il when it is wet. 
With 
oats, aa 
with all other crops, it is important to 
have the soil in good tilth, and this can* 
not 
be securcd 
readily 
if the soil is 
worked wet. 


One rapid, as well as economical, way 
of sowing oats is to have two teams and 
three men. 
One of the men can sow the 
oats broadcast by hand, another, with a 
team and cultivator, can work them into 
the soil, and the man and team can har- 
row 
into 
good tilth. 
In this way the 
seeding may be done very rapidly. 
It is 
not necessary nor best to work 
tho soil 
deep. 
Tho roots of the oat plant grow 
very near the surface, and if tho surface 
is thoroughly fined this is all the 
prep- 
aration necessary. 


Another good plan is to use the disk 
harrow with a seeder attachment» 
In 
this way the seed is sown and 
worked 
into the soil all at once; it has one 
de- 
cided advantage m that the seed can be 
sown very readily and much more evenly 
when the wind is blowing hard than cau 
well bo done 
by hand. 
Many of the 
spring tooth harrows have the 
seeding 
attachment and can be used iu the same 
way as tho disk harrow. 
Care rau3t be 
taken to use plenty of seed and to get it 
distributed evenly, as with all crops of 
this kind a good even stand 
is an im- 
portant item in securing a good 
yield. 
Have the seed on hand and the 
imple- 
ments ready 
to sow at the first oppor- 
tunity, and then when tho condition 
of 
the soil will permit push the woric as 
rapidly as possible; in nearly 
all 
cases 
the early sown oats give the best crop. 


Oats can be used to good advantage in 
a system of rotution, and where stoclc is 
kept to consume the various farm 
pro- 
ducts can be used profitably as feed. 


llow early oats may be sown depends 
much upon the'season; in some years it 
is possible to sow in the 
latter 
part of 
February, while at other times it wiil be 
the first part of April before the seeding 
can be done. 
But it is always advisable 
to sow at the first opportunity.—St. 
Louis llepublie.

Let this be chopped »ip very line 
and afterwards put into a morUir and 
beaten up, or oven well pounded with an 
ax if you are not provided with a regular 
sausage-gnnder. 
Season 
with 
black 
pepper, salt and cloves in rather greater 
proportion than for ordinary sausage, 
together with sage, as usual 
After mix- 
ing these together pour boiling water, 
stirring until it forms tho consistency of 
common sausage. 
From a butcher get 
some nicely prepared maws, then stufl 
and tic them up very tightly. 
As your 
pork is salted, lay the sausages between 
some of the pieces, and when the pork i? 
ready, let the sausages be smoked 
with 
it. 
The skin of the leaf fat answers the 
sime purpose as the maw for incasing 
sausages, and is not so difiicult to geo 
cleaned. 
When you are ready for its 
use, this kind of sausage is boiled as is 
bacon, or 'ttiay be cut into slices and 
Iried for a breakfast relish. 
In these 
days, when it is not so common for pri- 
vate families to have smokehouses, 
the 
sausages may be covered with coarse salt, 
by itself, and at the end of a month be 
wiped off and painted over with pyrolig- 
neous acid, procurable from every drug 
store. 
Liid in a warm dry place, and 
turned now and then, it will soon bo 
ready to hang up, and have as fine flavor 
as if smoked in the common way.—St.

factory; if they fail, the faulc will be in

•ingredients used. 


Gems—One egg 
well 
beaten, 
one 
tablespoonful melted butter, one table- 
spoonful sugar, 
three-fourths 
cupful 
sweet milk, one-fourth teaspoonful salt, 
one coileecupful ilour, into which have 
been sifted 
two teaspoonfuis 
baking 
powder. 
Have the gem pans hot, and 
^»ake in a quick oven. 


Croquettes—The following is a nice 
wav to use odds and ends of cold meat: 
One cupful chopped, ham or beef, one 
cupful milk, one cupful bread crumbs, 
two eggs, two tablespoonfuis 
melted 
butter, season well with pepper and salt, 
make into small cakcs about one-half 
inc'a thick, and fry brown in butteri 


Gingerbread—One-half 
cupful 
of 
sugar, one-fourth cupful butter, one-half 
cupful molasses, one cupful sour milk, 
one teaspoonful soda, two cuptuls flour, 
ginger and allspice to taste. 


Pium Padding—One heaping c.ipful 
of bread crumbs, two cupfuU flour, one 
cupful molasses, 
one 
cupful stoned 
raisin?, ono cupful suet chopped line, 
one cupjul sweet railk, one tablespoonful 
soda, one teaspoonful each of salt, cloves 
and cinnamon. 
Steam two and one-half 
hours. 


Sauce for Same—Oae cupful of brown 
sugar, one tablespoonful each of butter, 
vinegar and liour; Jiavjr v;ith nutmeg. 
Beat all together and add one cupful 
boiling water and let co.ne to a boil. 


Creara Pie—Pat one half-pint mlH 
and one-half cupful sugar in frying pan, 
and let it come to u boil, then dissolve 
one tablespoonful cornstarch in a little 
milk reserved from the half pint; add to 
it the beaten yolk of one egg, stir into 
the boiling milk and then thicken and 
smooth; remove and add a little salt and 
lemon 
flivoring.

crust that has been just baked and fr«st 
with tho white of one egg and one tubie- 
Hpoonful of sugar; place ui hot oven till 
u delicate brown.
